Assembly  Speakers 

On  February  20,  Grant  Smith- 
son  introduced  to  the  assembly  a 
familiar  and  well-liked  person- 
ality, Dr.  Ben  St.  Clair,  pastor  of 
the  West  End  Methodist  Church. 
Because  of  the  requests  of  the 
faculty,  Dr.  St.  Clair  delivered  one 
of  his  most  popular  and  most  im- 
portant sermons.  Dr.  St.  Clair  dealt 
with  the  problem  of  conformity  in 
a scholarly  and  thorough  manner. 
He  told  us  that,  of  course,  con- 
formity is  an  old  and  serious  prob- 
lem, and  that  conformity  is  a prob- 
lem of  all  ages,  not  just  teenagers. 
He  started  by  saying  that  all  con- 
formity is  not  bad  since  everyone 
must  conform  to  society’s  laws  and 
standards.  Dr.  St.  Clair  then  de- 
fined the  essence  of  conformity — 
the  acceptance  of  a group's  stand- 
ards which  are  not  one’s  own — do- 
ing what  others  say  simply  be- 
cause one  is  afraid  not  to. 

Dr.  St.  Clair  pointed  out  that 
when  one  conforms,  he  loses  his 
rights  as  an  individual  and  hurts 
himself  as  well  as  the  moral  fiber 
of  our  nation!  He  compared  the  re- 
sults of  too  much  conformity  to  the 
results  of  termite  nesting — the  ob- 
ject is  destroyed  from  the  inside 
out.  He  pointed  out  that  an  in- 
dividual or  even  a nation  may 
look  fine  on  the  outside,  but  it 
may  be  crumbling  on  the  inside 
because  of  its  loss  of  rights  and 
freedoms  due  to  conformity.  Dr. 
St.  Clair  alluod  to  the  fall  of  the 
Roman  Empire  as  a prime  ex- 
ample of  this  internal  decay. 

Dr.  St.  Clair  observed  that 
there  is  no  clear-cut  answer  to 
the  problem  of  conformity,  but 
that  one  should  be  an  intelligent 
non-conformist.  He  stated  that 
the  whole  matter  boiled  down  to 
"am  I going  to  control  my  life 
or  will  I be  controlled?" 

Dr.  St.  Clair  then  urged  us  not 
to  be  conformed  by  a crowd  but 
to  be  transformed  into  better, 
freer  individuals  by  our  own 
minds  and  wills. 

All  the  students  were  benfitted 
and  entertained  by  Dr.  St.  Clair’s 
excellent  talk  on  such  a timely 
topic.  We  all  hope  to  see  Dr.  St. 
Clair  with  us  again  soon. 

On  March  3 Rusty  Davis  pre- 
sented Dr.  Thomas  Barr  of  Tri- 
n i t y Presbyterian  Church.  Dr. 
Barr  graduated  from  Davidson 
College  and  Union  Theological 
Seminary.  He  bad  a son.  Bill, 
who  graduated  from  M.B.A.  in 
1956.  Dr.  Barr  delivered  a fine 
talk,  very  pertinent  to  our  daily 
lives  and  experiences.  First  of 
all,  he  observed  that  when  we 
read  or  hear  from  Jesus’  words, 
we  do  not  apply  them  directly  to 
our  daily  lives,  but  put  them  away 
and  don’t  ever  really  use  them. 

Second,  he  stated  that  everyone 
in  our  society  is  being  "drawn 
and  shaken  by  external  forces" 
in  our  everyday  lives  such  as  ad- 
vertising. He  depicted  modern 
life  as  a struggle  between  these 
various  forces  within  the  individ- 
ual. Then  Dr.  Barr  stated  that  ev- 
eryone is  to  some  degree  handi- 
capped. He  urged  us  to  overcome 
our  handicaps  and  to  produce 
something  good,  as  the  oyster 
forms  a pearl  because  of  a bad  en- 
vironment or  a handicap  in  the 
oyster.  Then  when  Dr.  Barr  had 
ended  these  three  different  but 
indeed  important  parts  of  his  talk, 
he  correlated  all  three  with  the 
advice  that  we  should  develop  our 
full  potential,  that  the  Lord  has 
given  us  despite  our  many  handi- 
caps, many  assets. 

The  students  enjoyed  Dr.  Barr's 
timely,  fitting  and  well-given  ad- 
dress.

Six  Years  Later 

A Look  at  the  English  Department 

Not  another  theme,”  we  griped.  In  that  spring  of  1957  it  was  our 
second  one — for  the  year.  Moreover,  we  were  entrenched  in  our  sec- 
ond side  reading  novel,  Northwest  Passage.  I believe  it  was.  Quite  a 
symbolic,  thought-provoking  work! 

As  a teacher  returning  to  his  old  school,  I have  of  course  noticed  the 
manifold  changes  and  improvements  that  have  been  instituted  at  Mont- 
gomery Bell  Academy.  There  are  now  shrubs  and  new  buildings; 
new  courses  and  new  teachers.  But  perhaps  the  most  profound  change, 
at  least  from  the  point  of  view  of  an  English  teacher,  has  been  in  the 
curriculum  offered  in  the  English  department. 

My  introductory  paragraph,  with  the  validity  supported  by  my 
memory,  portrays  a slice  of  English  III  in  1957.  The  number  of  themes 
required  was  small;  the  amount  of  time  spent  on  grammar,  prodigious. 
The  in-class  material  was  based  upon  one  textbook.  The  literature 
reed  outside  of  class  was  limited  both  in  terms  of  quantity  and  quality. 
Perhaps  the  only  item  that  resembled  today’s  product  was  the  teach- 
ing. which  was  excellent. 

In  1964,  students  continue  to  gripe  as  they  inevitably  will.  How- 
ever. the  subject  matter  of  those  gripes  has  changed.  The  twelfth  theme 
is  anathematized,  not  the  second.  All  The  King’s  Men  has  replaced 
Northwest  Passage,  and  Moby  Dick  and  The  Stranger  are  read  as  in- 
class  novels.  In  other  words,  in  terms  of  both  quantity  and  quality, 
the  Junior  English  program  has  progressed. 

More  notable  is  the  change  in  the  Senior  curriculum.  After  a rapid 
review  of  grammar.  Senior  English  students  begin  a concentrated  study 
of  the  human  condition  as  seen  through  the  works  of  such  writers  as 
Hawthorne,  Dostoevski,  Kafka,  Golding,  Sophocles.  Shakespeare,  Cole- 
ridge. Conrad,  Hardy  and  others.  Moreover,  writing  in  a critical  rather 
than  in  a narrative  vein  is  now  being  emphasized. 

Finally,  with  the  introduction  of  honors  work  on  all  levels  of  Eng- 
lish, the  student  who  is  able  to  move  at  a more  accelerated  rate  is 
allowed  to  do  so. 

Six  years  is  a long  time.  Standards  change:  college  requirements 
are  boosted.  It  is  a credit  to  the  administration  and  faculty  at  MBA. 
that  the  English  department  has  moved  with  the  times.

RED  PICKUP  TRUCK  SEEN 
WITH  KITE  FLYING  OUT  BACK 
4,000  killed  in  tragic  mishap  Pilot 
blinded  by  mysterious  floating  ob- 
ject in  sky 

Nashville,  Tenn.  (UIP)— One  of 
the  most  tragic  airliner  accidents 
in  the  history  of  aviation  took 
place  here  yesterday  March  25. 
at  approximately  2:00  P.M.  A jet 
transport  L.  S.  G.  airliner  en 
route  to  Berry  Field  suddenly 
faltered  and  crashed  in  the  heart 
of  greater  (or  lesser)  downtown 
area  and  killed  or  injured  a total 
of  25,000  people.  The  believed 
cause  of  the  tragic  occurrence  was 
a red  pickup  truck  traveling 
northwest  on  Interstate  40  at  ap- 
proximately 120  mph.  The  driver 
has  not  yet  been  located  but  is 
believed  to  be  a student  and  Span- 
ish major  at  Montgomery  Bell 
Academy.  One  of  the  passengers 
(who  is  the  actual  navigator  of 
the  flying  object)  is  believed  to 
be  hiding  at  the  residence  of 
Charles  B,  on  Lynwood  Boule- 
vard and  posing  as  a student  at 
Harpeth  Hall  School  for  Girls. 
The  girl’s  mother,  believed  to  be 
the  ringleader  of  the  notorious 
“T.  I.  O.  B."  gang  is  reported  to 
have  been  instrumental  in  the 
influencing  the  culprits  toward  the 
ways  of  evil  and  corruption.  She 
is  wanted  on  sixteen  counts  in- 
cluding: (1)  contributing  to  the 
delinquency  of  a minor,  (2)  illegal 
sale  of  L.  S.  D.  toothpaste,  (3) 
reckless  driving,  and  (4)  embez- 
zlement of  public  funds.  The 
other  two  passengers  are  believed 
to  be  students  at  MBA.  Both 
answer  to  the  name  “Timothy" 
even  though  that  is  not  their 
names.
